TRANSMITTAL AND COMMENTARY LETTER

Members of the Board: 


We have examined the financial statements of the 
various funds and account groups of the Town of Colebrook 
for the year ended December 31, 1986 and have issued our 
report thereon, dated September 30, 1987. As part of our 
examination, we reviewed and tested the Town's system of 
internal accounting control to the extent we considered 
necessary to evaluate the system as required by generally 
accepted auditing standards. Under these standards, the 
purpose of such evaluation is to establish a basis’ for 
reliance thereon in determining the nature, timing and 


extents of other such auditing procedures’ that are 
necessary for expressing an opinion on the _ financial 
statements. Such study and evaluation disclosed the 


following condition that should be corrected in order to 
improve the Town's internal control system. 

Our following remarks are being made in the hope that they 
will improve existing procedures and are in no way a 
criticism of Town Personnel. 


: Ln EXTREMELY POOR INTERNAL CONTROL IN WATER & SEWER 
DEPARTMENTS 

The following audit recommendation was made 
previously in our 1985 audit report. We are making the 


audit recommendation again because we feel very strongly 
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that the lack of segration of duties in the Water and 
Sewer Departments presents a potential audit liability for 
the auditor and a potentially unacceptable level of audit 
risk that town assets may be misappropriated. 

The existing appointed Water and Sewer tax collector 
is responsible for computing the water and sewer bills, 
collecting and recording payments, maintaining all 
accounts receivable records and General Ledger. The water 
and sewer tax collector also prepares all bills for 
payment and reconciles the bank statements. 


RECOMMENDATION 

In order to introduce better internal control into 
the Water and Sewer Departments, more segregation of 
duties is needed; in other words, one person should not be 
doing all the billing, cash collecting and recordkeeping 
functions. 

Someone other that Ms. Stone should be preparing the 
water and sewer bills, if she is involved in their 
collection, 

The Water and Sewer Commissioners should prepare 
formal warrants for the collection of all water and sewer 
bills. 

The backup for Water Department customer deposits of 
approximately $19,000.00 is inadequate. The Water 
Commissioner should insist on an alphabetical listing of 
all customer deposits at year-end and a reconciliation 
between years. 

Paid bills should be cancelled i.e. marked paid. The 
check number, date paid, and the expense distribution 
account and amounts paid by the Water and Sewer 
Departments should be clearly indicated on the invoice. 


i CONSIDER SENDING OUT SEMI-ANNUAL TAX BILLS 
Many towns have instituted semi-annual tax collection 
for two primary reasons, 


A) Elimination of tax anticipation borrowings, which 
cost the Town of Colebrook §17.189.37 in 1986. 
B) The majority of citizens welcome the opportunity to 


budget and pay their tax bill in two installments instead 
of having to pay the entire tax bill in December. 


a SELECTMEN SHOULD CONSIDER’ THE POSSIBILITY OF 
APPOINTING FUTURE TAX COLLECTORS 

In the past two years Colebrook has had three tax 
collectors for various legitimate reasons, such as health, 
leaving the area, etc. 

The tax collector's postition is a demanding position 
that requires special skills, and the ability to win a 
general election does not necessarily imply the ability to 
perform the job. 
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RECOMMENDATION 

The Selectmen should consider appointing the Town 
Manager tax collector and or appointing a permanent Town 
Office employee tax collector or Deputy Tax Collector. 
This would eliminate the turnover in this position and 
enable the Town to permanently staff and train an 
individual for this important position, 


4. TAX COLLECTOR SHOULD FURNISH THE TOWN MANAGER ' AND 
SELECTMEN WITH A QUARTERLY REPORT OF TAX COLLECTOR 
ACZLEN ITY. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
To insure that the tax collector's responsibilities 
are being properly executed, the Town Manager’ should 


request a quarterly report of tax collector activity which 
total should be reconciled to the Treasurer's records,

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POLICE DEPARTMENT 
REPORT

Gentlemen, 


This past year the police department had a large turn over in 
personnel. This meant recruiting new qualified members to the depart- 
ment, which is becoming more and more difficult. 

Officer Ronald Doyle resigned on July 31st, and his position was 
filled by a part time officer, Tammy Thivierge. Officer Thivierge is 
scheduled to attend the Police Academy in March of this year. 

Sergeant Roland Martin resigned from the department on September 
14th. He was replaced by Stewart Walling. Stewart is currently 
attending refresher courses at the Police Academy in order to be re- 
ertified as a full time police officer. 

Officer Anna Reid also resigned from her part time position on 
December 15th. Two additional part time officers were hired on 
September 21st. Officers Michael Sielicki and Thomas Hewson have 
joined the force and have attended the part time police officer's 
certification course. 

The department's criminal case load has increased 21% this past 
year. I am pleased to report that a large amount of the property or 
currency taken, during theft type crimes, was recovered. 

Reported motor vehicle accidents were also high this year. In 
most accidents, the main contributing factor were hazardous road con- 
ditions. The police department investigated a total of 120 accidents, 
an 11% increase over the previous year. Of these accidents, 24 re- 
sulted in personal injury and 88 received damage consisting of $500.00 
or more. 

Our juvenile problems have also escalated. Many youths were 
taken before the District Court's Diversion Committee. The more 
serious offenders were taken to Juvenile Court, along with their par- 
ents. Some minor violations were able to be dealt with between the 
youth's parents and the arresting officer. 

Juvenile Court Cases generally require a three hearing process. 
A Preliminary Hearing is first, followed by an Adjudicatory Hearing, 
and then a Dispositional Hearing. Each hearing is usually twenty- 
eight days apart, unless a particular hearing is waived. 

There was also an increase in reported runaway and missing 
children. This includes runaways from private residences, along with 
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the reported runaway youths from Camp E-TOH-ANEE on the Diamond Pond 
Road. Of all the reported cases, all of the youths were subsequently 
located and returned. 

It is also important to report that many man hours were spent in 
both District and Superior Court. This is obviously due to the in- 
crease in the Criminal and Juvenile offenses. Unfortunately, many 
court cases can drag on for months before being disposed of. 

With the assistance of other law enforcement departments, I am 
pleased with the drug investigation which resulted in the arrest and 
conviction of some local individuals. Our drug enforcement efforts 
are continuing, with the help of other departments and the public. 

If anyone should have any drug related information, they can call a 
toll free number anytime, 1-800-992-DRUG. Remember, all received 
information is confidential. 

I sincerely wish to thank the men and women of this department 
for their continued efforts. I also wish to thank the Selectmen for 
their support, New Hampshire State Troopers Howard Weber, Charles 
West and Thomas Yorke, and the personnel who man the Dispatch Center. 
I also wish to thank the Colebrook Fire Department for their support, 
and especially the citizens of the Town of Colebrook, who continue to 
be of assistance to the police department.

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COLEBROOK PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Our goal is to insure that all residents of Colebrook will have 
the best possible library and information services, resources and 
programs. This past year we have updated our collection with many 
new books and materials plus a few videos on crafts and gardening. 
Much information and several books have been obtained by interlibrary 
loan through the New Hampshire State Library office at Twin Mountain. 

Several kinds of programs were sponsored by the library which 
were well attended. They include: 


A series of preschool story and activity programs in the spring 
and fall. Volunteers helped. 


Four programs on Canada funded by the N. H. Council for the 
Humanities and others. 


A reading-discussion series on Rural & Small Town America that 
was funded by the N. H. Council for the Humanities. 


An Arbor Day program which included a tour at the Haynes resi- 
dence and a lecture on shrubs by the Coos County Extension 
agents. 


With the help of volunteers, a summer reading and activity 
programs for the first to sixth grade children. It included 
a trip to the Planetarium in St. Johnsbury in Nugent's bus. 
The trip was funded by the First N. H. - White Mountain Bank 
and the First Colebrook Bank. 


The Little Red Wagon puppet and theatre program. 


A lecture on crafts by Frances Haynes and a display and dis- 
cussion of herbs by Sini Foskett. 


"The Call of the Loon" - a program funded by the N. H. Council 
for the Humanities. 


Audrey Noyes provided an interesting and entertaining program 
on some of her antiques and her life as an antique dealer. 


Two book sales and a Tupperware party were held and two raffles 
with a doll made and donated by Norma Leach and an afghan made and 
donated by Rita Roy provided money which was used to purchase an 
addition to our new card file, books, a paper cutter, and a glue gun. 

A secure book case for part of our New Hampshire and genealogy 
collection and a book truck was obtained with proceeds from the 
Frances Hughes memorial fund. 

Money was given to the library in memory of Homer Beecher by his 
pay dy and friends and it will be used according to the wishes of the 

amily. 

The Colebrook and Pittsburg League of N. H. Craftsmen donated 
$200.00 to buy craft books. 

George Meserve, the architect who designed the present library 
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building, again donated $200.00. 

We received a sum of money from the Kiwanis and they had "The 
Tree of Love" on the library lawn. 

The library received from the Odd Fellows and Rebekahs a bequest 
of $24,000.00 with the stipulation that the interest only be used to 
buy books and materials. 

Frances Haynes attended the spring and fall New Hampshire Library 
Association meetings, a conference on young adults, and other North 
Country Library Coop and Forum meetings. Rosalie Sweatt is continuing 
the library technique courses. These are held spring and fall at the 
N. H. State Library regional office at Twin Mountain. 

New Hampshire has a history of supporting town libraries. The 
first free library was in Peterborough. According to Dr. Gifford's 
History of Colebrook, the first library in town began to flourish in 
what was believed to be the old Town Hall on Main Street. From then 
on it had several locations until the Woman's Club, headed by Iva 
Drew, started a drive for a new library. In 1928 the library was 
completed and it will be sixty years old this year. 

The library in a small town like ours is our most important 
cultural and intellectual asset. The trustees and the library staff 
want to provide the best possible library and information services. 
This will require our ongoing efforts and the support and encourage- 
ment of the people of the Town of Colebrook. 

The Masons have expressed the desire to build an annex to the 
library. We are ending the year with the hopes that the people of 
Colebrook will vote to allow the Masons to build the annex. Because 
we don't have a theatre or a community building, the trustees and 
the staff feel the library with an addition can provide much more in 
the ways of service, reading areas, recreational and educational pro- 
grams, much needed space, and be a more pleasurable community resource.
